the orange groves of California. The 
hope was well founded and the beetle 
which is the natural enemy of the 
scale insect, is believed to have saved 
the California orange industry from 
annihilation. 

It ate up the scale bugs with 
rapidity, checking the multiplication 
and causing an end of the pest. Ac- 
cording to the Washington dispatch, 
@ like result has taken place in Por- 
tual. Dr. Howard received an ap- 
peal for aid from the Portuguese au- 
thorities in September of 1896, when 
the scale pest was ravaging the orange 
and lemon groves along the River 
agus. In October of last year, Dr. 
Howard secured from the State Board 
of Horticulture of California, about 
sixty specimens of Australian beetle, 
in adult state and some in larvae. 
These were packed in moss with a 
guantity of scale insects for food on the 
Way. were then transmitted to Por- 


 tugal by mail. Only five of the beetles 


survived. 

In November another colony was ob- 
tained in California and forwarded 
from New York by direct steamer to 
Lisbon. of which one male and five fe- 
males survived. Beetles are noted for 
their fecundity, and within a few 
months their progeney numbered thou- 
Sands. These were distributed about 
the city of Lisbon, when they at once 
pet to work upon a feast of the scale 
bugs ready at hand.

Outrage Committed by Fiends

It was not expected that 
the colored soldiers could do much 
harm in the San Luis district, which 
was chosen on that principle. ee 
The trouble began last night in a 

attempt to arrest two soldiers for abus- 
ing a Cuban workman and stealing his 
hog. The outrage was committed on 
the Normas sugar plantation. Lieut. 
José Ferror, chief of Gen. Wood's 
gendarmerie in that section, a Span- 
fard, but a Cuban st izer, at- 


8, escaped. n afterward, thirty 
colored men, Wearing the uniforms of 
the United States army, attacked the 
house where Lieut. Ferror was and 
killed Lieut. Ferror, Antonio Roman, 
an old man; Emilio Betterman, a boy 
of 17, and a baby, and wounded sev- 
eral others. Two soldiers were killed 
In the affray. . 
When the news reached Santiago, 
Gen. Wood was at dinner. He imme- 
diately went to the signal officer, where 
Chief Signal Officer Brady took charge 
of the key. For four hours dispatches 
were sent and received. The colored 
officers all denied that their men were 
implicated in the affair, in spite of all 
the evidence to the contrary. After 
an unsatisfactory. attempt to get at 
the facts of the case over the wires. Gen. 
Wood adjourned his inquiry until this 
morning, when he left on a special 
train for San Luis. The American 
officials here passed the day with no 
little anxiety. 
At 8 o’clock he returned, re , 
that, after a long investigation, he had 
come to’ the conclusion that all the 
colored regiments were more. or less 
mixed up in the affray. He has offered 
$1000 reward for the names of the men 
who did the shooting, and before leav- 
San Lules he read the colored officers 
a severe lecture for denying last night 
that their men were implicated. 
. Eyewitnesses of the affair, who ar- 
rived here during the course of the 
day, said the gendarmes who were 
wounded, are expected to die. The 
expression among them is that all the 
soldiers belonged to the Ninth Im- 
munes. Lieut. behaved most 
pluckily, and even when dying he or- 
dered his men to defend themselves. 
He was shot while outside the house 
and trying to persuade the crowd to 
disperse. It seems that the soldiers 
had been drinking in the town, and that 
a crowd of them was easily gotten to- 
gether to make the attack. As night 
approached the popular feeling of in- 
dignation intensified, and Gen, Wood's 
arrival was eagerly awaited. .

In adopt- 
ing for an exigency measure the rate 
of duty which Spain levied for her 
own commodities, the United States 
acted wisely. Those rates were, how- 
ever, full of inequalities and were not 
levied on any sound principle, but the 
‘heads Spain wins and tails Cuba loses’ 
idea, which prevails in the whole fidcal 
fabric. It was found that the only 
way was to remedy the inequalities, 
equalize the rates of duty, improve the 

ministration and reduce the rates 
of duty on all articles of 1 con- 


#umption, and especially to fra 
new tariff. 


The tariff thus proposed and the 
adoption of which by the United States 
when the military forces take hold 


of the customhouse, will reduce all 


duties about 60 per cent fnom the old 
Spanish rates, and will average fully 
two-thirds less than the rates now 
exacted by the authorities in Cuban 
ports in possession of Spain.“ 

The report also contains an analysis 
and definition of Cuba, in which the 
effect of the new tariff on the revenue 


and other sources of revenue are ex- 


lained and discussed. To the ques- 
“With such a large of 
duties, how is it possible to secure rev- 
enue for the purpose of administering 
the government of the island,” the re- 
port says: 

“There are several answers to this 
question. The general answer is that 
by reason of fraudulent classifications 
and smuggling most of the revenue 
collected never found its way into the 
treasury of that island nor of Spain.” 

Mr. Porter says: he cupidity and 


rapacity of the Spanish official in Cuba 


is beyond conception, and, if we may 
judge by the results at Santiago, the 
United States officers will be able to 
collect quite as much revenue on a 
tariff, the duties of whish ere more 
than a half or nearly two-thirds less, 
than under the iniquitous law now in 
force.” 

Mr. Porter submits a table, showing 
the average annual cuStomhouse re- 
ceipts in the island of Cuba from 1886 
to 1897, inclusive, to have heen $12,- 
645.894. He also gives an analysis of 
the Cuban budget, showing how much 
revenue is required and how much may 
reasonably expected from the tariff 
to be enforced. The next most im- 
portant subject reached in the report 
is that in relation to currency. It says 
in part:. “Although Cuba is afflicted 
with many kinds of depreciatei cur- 
rency, the established basis is strictly 
gold, and in any commercial engage- 
ment the value is understood to be in 
gold unless specified to the contrary.” 

The testimony taker and statements 
made on this subject have been unani- 
mously favor of the gold basis 
The Spanish silver money current in 
the island is only taken at the daily 
value, which is fixed principally by the 
continually fluctuating value of the 
Spanish money in European markets.

A RARE EXPERIENCE. 


THE SEA ADVENTURES OF H. GEN- 
EREAUX, A 'PRISCO BOY. 


Started as Second Mate of the Kenii- 
worth, When the Ship Caught 
Fire, and the Captain, First Mate

When forty-two days 
out from the Sandwich Islands, and 
2560 miles west of Valparaiso, the mate 
discovered fire in the hold of the ship, 
This was July 8. The Kenilworth was 
loaded with sugar. Great volumes of 
gas were thrown off, and the ‘first mate 
and the cabin boy were asphyxiated. 
Next Genereaux found the captain 
dead in his cabin. A passenger by the 
name of G. B. Thrum was rendered 
unconscious, but his life was saved.

Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, made his first 
public speech since his return from 
the United States. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who was much 
more explicit on the subject of Anglo- 
French relations than any of his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet have been, said 
it was the hope of every friend of 
peace that the French withdrawal from 
Fashoda is indicative of their accept- 
ance of the principle of British control 
of the whole valley of the Nile, re- 
garding which there cannot be any dis- 
cussion whatever. Going on to recité a 
“series of unfriendly acts perpetrated 
by France in other quarters of the 
lobe during the last ten or fifteen 
vears.” he said: 

It better relations are to be estab- 
lished, it will be necessary for French 
politicians to abandon tactics whose 
obiect has n to embarrass British 
policies in quarters where the French 
have no interests to protect. 1 refer 
especially to Newfoundland, where, 
despite the fact that the French fishery 
interests have declined to a compara- 
tively insignificant point, the demands 
of the French have continually in- 
creased and their interference with the 
development of this colony has in- 
c 


reaed. 

“At the present moment, Newfound- 
land is seriously suffering from an in- 
tervention which is of no advantage 
to France, although a serious detri- 
ment to the British colony. If the 
Fashoda incident only served to dis- 
abuse foreign statesmen of the crrone- 
ous conception that the British will 
vield anything to pressure, it will be 
a blessing in disguise.” 

After referring to the “thorough 
and complete sympathy so noticeable 
between the mother country and her 
colonies,” Chamberlan continued as 
follows: 

“What is of equal consequence, our 
American kin [loud cheers] have be- 
gun to understand us better. If we 
have had differendes in the past, I be- 
lieve they have arisen eniirely from 
the want of proper mutual | under- 
Stending. but now the Americans know 
that in the late troubles our hearts 
went out to them [cheers} and they 
heartily reciprocate our feelings. 

“J shall not attempt to predict what 
may follow this better feeling, but I 
may. at least hope that in the future 
the understanding of which I 
spoken may be perfected, and that in 
the fece of that understanding we two 
mav be able to guarantee peace and 
civilization to the world.” [Prolonged 
cheers.]

Speaking of the conflict of authority 
on the transports, he said the masters 
of the vessels did not respond as 
promptly as might have been ‘desired. 
“True,” he said, “there was a little 
naval cadet on board each of the ves- 
sels, but he had no authority. An 
actual naval officer of the quarter- 
master’s department on each vessel 
would have been better. What was 
needed was prompt communication. be- 
tween the commanding officer and the 
vessels, and the masters of the trans- 
ports did respond very promptly. 
He was questioned at some length 
concerning the conduct of the campaign 
in front of Santiago, and replied that 
the result was what he had expected 
it would be. Everything there, he 
said. was strained to get men on board 
and consequently there was compara- 
tively little effort to secure equipment. 
While he knew nothing definitely of the 
vians of the campaign, he was sure 
there was some plan. He was quite 
sure, from a conversation he had with 
Gen. Miles, that he had a plan, though 
he did not say that this was the plan 
carried into effect. 
“Of course,” suggested Gov. Beaver, 
“Santiago was the goal of the cam- 
paign?” 
“Certainly. The fact was published 
so extensively in the newspapers that 
many of the men on board the vessels 
would not accept this information as 
to the destination as correct.“ 
Asked as to his opinion of the result 
of the campaign, he said he thought it 
was consistent with the character of 
the men who conducted it—what was 
to be expected from the limitations of 
Gen. Shafter. “I think jt would have 
been different,” he continued, “if Gen.

Dr. William Q. ‘Weaver of the Ni 
Pennsylvania Volunteers Was the Miet 
witness before the War Commission at 
the afternoon session, and he proved 
an important witness, as he gave de- 
tailed information concerning the con- 
duct of a regimental hospital at Camp 
Thomas. Dr. Weaver said that typhoid 
fever had broken out about the 18th of 
June. and that it had increased from 
that time until the 20th of Auguust. 
There had been about six hundred 
cases of this diséase in the regiment 
and twenty-eight or thirty deaths. 

The doctor said there was an insuffi- 
cient supply of drugs, and that at 
times he failed to get what was needed. 
Quinine was one of the articles of 
which there had been a scarcity, and 
100.000 pills were secured from home. 
He said that at one time there were 
fifty-six typhoid patients in the regi- 
mental hospital, because there was no 
accommodation for them in the divi- 
sion hospital. At another time there 
were sixty-seven fever patients in the 
company tents, for whom admission 
could not be secured in ‘any hospital, 
division or regimental. 4 

In summing- up the causes of disease 
in the camp, Dr. Weaver included over- 
work of the men as one. He also ex- 
pressed the opinion that the water 
from Chickamauga Creek wae polluted.

Extract from official ‘report of Maj.

James Smith, First California Volun- 
teers. I would be 
my duty. if I failed to call attention to 
the hard work and gallant conduct of 
Private J. Francis Finlay, Company C, 
First California Volunteers, who was 
on special duty as my = interpreter. 
Through storm and wet, often with- 
‘out rations, he was ever ready for any 
work that was required of him. Dur- 
ing the attack on the Pennsylvania 
regiment, July 31, I sent him out with. 
a supply of ammunition, in six carts, 
with native drivers. A short distance 
in rear of the trenches it was necessary 
to pass through a heavy fire from the 
enemy. One. horse was killed and a 
native driver wounded, whereupon the 
other drivers deserted their teams. 
Private Finlay got some soldiers to 
assist him, and delivered the ammuni- 
tion at the trenches. Returning 
through the same fire, he stopped. 
picked up two wounded officers, and 
brought them to the hospital. Later, 
he returned to the trenches with twelve 
ecaramettas to bring in the wounded. 
On the day of the battle he remained 
with me, and when it became neces- 
sary for me, at one place, to prevent 
the insurgents from entering the city, 
I had no, one but him to assist. me, 
but he bravely took his stand in the 
middle of the street, and held it, not- 
withstanding there were over one hun- 
dred and y armed insurgents in 
front of him, rendered furious by our 
refusal to admit them.

DODGING TH THE TAX. 


Postoffice Department Has Found a 
' Combine of Bidders. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, 
office Department has discovered the 
existence of a combine of mail-contract 
bidders looking to the control of the 
bids and evasion of the 560-cent war 
tax imposed on their contract bonds. 
Some weeks ago the department was 
approached with a view to ascertaining 
its attitude om such organizations, and 
prompt notice was given that it would 
be regarded as illegitimate. Notwith- 


standing this, a considerable number 
of these bidders or agents have formed 


‘an arrangement for opening their own 


bids, selecting ostensibly the lowest for 
filing with the department, suppressing 
the others and thus alsa saving the 
revenue accruing to the government 
from the large number of competitive 
bids submitted. 

Some idea of the interests involved 
may be gained by the fact that under 
contracts to be let under the general 
advertisement of September 15th last, 
to which the organization of these bid- 
ders immediately looks, over two hun- 
dred thousand bids ordinarily would 
be submitted for contracts for carry- 
ing mails on routes in Ohio Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, and Missouri. The con- 
tracts are to be for four years from 
July 1, 1899. The following official 
warning, bei to bidders generally, 
was issued today: 

“To bidders for mail service: It has 
come to the knowledge of this office 
that a number of persons known as 
‘speculative bidders for mail contracts 
have entered into an arrangement 


‘among themselves which contemplates 


that they shall make out proposals for 
carrying the mail on. routes specified 
in the advertisement issued by the 
Postmaster-General, dated September!“ 
15, 1898, instead of ‘filing their bids in 
the office of the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, as required by the 
terms of the advertisement, it is pro- 
posed to have the bids of these several 
bidders examined at a meeting of the 

biddders, or by a committee appointed 
by them, for the purpose of selecting 
a part of said proposals, affixing reve- 
oe stamps thereto and filing the same 
in the department, while the remainder 
of the proposals, not selected, are ta 
be suppressed and not filed. in the de- 
partment. 

‘Therefore, this office hereby warns 
all parties interested. that in its opin- 
ion such action would be in violation 
of the statute which provides that ‘no

NEGLECTED FIRES. 


Careless Campers Brought to Justice 
by the Rangers. 

Another warning has been given the 
world that speedy punishment willover- 
take the man who sets fire to brush 
or leaves camp fires burning in the 
mountain forest reserves of the gov- 
ernment. Charles Bemis of San Ber- 


nardlno was arrested a few days ago by 


E. F. Pourade of the government for- 
estry rangers for neglecting to extin- 
guish his fire in the San Bernardino 
reserve before breaking camp, and 
William. Hurley. and Chris McCane 
were gathered in for setting fire to 
the brush in the San Jacinto Mount- 
ains in the expectation that grass for 
their horses would spring up next 
year on the ground burned over. All 
three were taken to the San Bernardino 
County Jail and will be arraigned be- 
fore the United States commissioner. 

It was a long journey that Mr. Pour- 
ade had to make to find Hurley and 
McCane. He had a hundred-mile 
horseback ride across the mountains 
before he reached their amp. All 
three of the prisoners were released on 
bail. Carelessness and disregard of 
public welfare is chargeable against 
them rather than criminal intent. 
Practically no damage was done by 
their fires, but the interests at stake 
in the matter of forest preservation 
are sO Vast that the government will 
make an example of the men in the 
hope that other people will be re- 
minded of the necessity of putting out 
campfires before breaking camp, and 
refraining from setting fire to the 
brush, which is even more valuable 
than large timber for holding moisture. 

The government work to protect the 
Southern California forests is being 
well established under the direction of 
Col. Allen. Between $10,006 and $13,- 
000 was spent: during the past summer 
in fighting mountain fires in this pelgh- 


borhood. Hereafter efforts will be di- F 


rected toward preventing the evil. 
“At least 100,000 sheep have been 
driven out of the forest reserves this 
summer,” said Mr. Pourade yesterday. 
“Wherever they have been they have 
left the groynd as bare and dusty as 
a country road in summer. They are 
worse than locusts; and preservation 
of the water sheds demands their rigid 
exclusion, from the forest reserves.“ 


REHWALD’S PEACE DISTURBED. 


Cobbler Who Insulted the Flag Bobs 
Up Again. 

A. Webber was arrested yesterday 

for disturbing the peace, on complaint 

of Louis Rehwald. The alleged dis- 

turbance took place at. No. 209 West 

Fifth street. 

Rehwald is the cobbler who ‘gained 
notoriety prior to the outbreak of the 
late war with Spain, by asserting in 
the hearing of a colored bootblack that 
the Maine ought to have been blown 
up. For this remark the negro 


knocked: Rehwald down. Later a mob 


gathered around Rehwaild’s shop and 
threatened to Iyneh him. Police inter- 
vention prevented violence being done. 
The same night Rehwald’s shop: was 
gutted by fire and he was arrested for 
arson. The charge fell through, how- 
ever, and Rehwald resumed business at 
the old stand. 

When Webber was taken before Jus- 
tice Morrison, he admitted that a dis- 
turbance had taken place at Rehwald’s 
place, but he did not like to plead 
guilty because he said Rehwald was as 
much to blame as he. A plea of not 
guilty was accordingly entered for him.

“Hav failed up to this time, they 
persuaded Strawbridge to again go into 
the hack with them to Schmidt's resi- 
defice, and get him to come up town 
and open the saloon for them. They 
called Schmidt at his room and he 
dressed and entered the hack, and they 
all drove to the saloon, which he un- 
locked and they all entered. According. 
to the statement of Strawbridge and 
the admission of Schmidt, the proprie- 
tor, Schmidt, served one round of 
drinks to the party. They invited 
Strawbridge to play cards, but he de- 
clined, and demanded that he be let 
out of the place, and tried to get out 
of the front door, but Schmidt informed 
him that he (Strawbridge) could not 

et out that way, and deliberately re- 
used him an exit. During this time 
the ‘steering’ party were in a private 
box in the rear of the saloon. Straw- 
bridge was in front Of the bar with 
Schmidt, who then served a second 
drink to Strawbridge. Schmidt alone 
handled this glass of liquor, and until 
Strawbridge drank this he was sober 
enough and perfectly able to take care 
of himself. He was practically forced 
to stay, and then took this last drink. 

After this he was taken by one of 
the party and led out of the place. 
This also Schmidt acknowledges. 
Strawbridge woke up in the rear yard 
of the saloon about 3 a.m., and groped 
his way out on his hands and knees, 
to which the appearance of his clothes 
gives evidence. Strawbridge found his 
way home and was deathly sick for a 
week. Dr. Westlake was called, and 
said Strawbridge was under the influ- 
ence of a powerful drug and treated 
him accordingly. 

‘“Schmidt’s action clearly shows that 
he protects his patrons who did this 
work. He informs us that he ‘never 
saw these men before’ and does not 
even give a description of them. If 
this be so, it is strange that he is so 
well known by them, and willingly 
opened his saloon’ at 1 a.m. to enable 
these people to commit robbery, and 
it does not seem plausible that any one 
would get out of his bed and do this 
for people he never saw before. The 
truth is that Schmidt caters to this 
cléss of people—they can often be found 
in his place, and he countenances their 
work of robbing ‘suckers’ at cards. 

In our efforts to get evidence in this 
case this man Schmidt foiled us in one 
instance and convinced us that he 
would not assist the officers in their 
‘endeavors to locate the guilty parties. 
We believe this man Schmidt as guilty 
as the individual who took the money 
from the pockets of Strawbridge.

“In the matter of the Althouse-Wal- 
deck saloon license referred to me for 
investigation, I now respectfully report 
as follows: The place in question is 
situated at No. 139 South Broadway, 
and was formerly conducted as a 
wholesale and retail liquor house, with 
a sideboard attachment for the retail 
department. Recently, however, the 
wholesale department has been discon- 
tinued and the place fitted up as a 
café with sideboard attachments for 
the retailing of liquor. Mr. Althouse,

As this report shows that a ‘strictly 
retail business is being transacted at 
the saloon, the commissioners decided 
that in order ta continue the business 
the propriétor of the place must secure 
the necessary consent of the owners of 
the frontage on the block, and the 
Chief was directed to so notify Mr.

HUNTER’S DIFFICULTY. 


THE WONG SING HAY MURDER 15 
AGAIN UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


— 


Harry Clark supports His Af@idavit 
by a New Story—He Confesses 
That He Perjured Himself at His 
Trial. 


— 


The aftermath to the Clark murder 
trial materialized yesterday on the pre- 
liminary examination of Joe Hunter, 
who is also charged with the murder ot 
Wong Sing Hay on the last day of 
May, at the home of the present de- 
fendant on the San Fernanio roed. . 

All the facts surrounding the killing 
of the Chinaman being of a purely eir- 
cumetantial character, the entangle- 
mentsof testimony threaten tomake the 
trial of Joe Hunter—should he be held 
to answer—a protracted one. And the 
matter is further complicated by the 
fact that Harry Clark stands confessed 
as one who has deliberately perjured 
himself on the witness stand. 

Then, too, there is weighty warrant 
for the belief that “a house divided 
against itself cannot stand,” and the 
law officers are hopelessly at sixes and 
sevens regarding the prosecution of Joe 
Hunter. Mr. McComas, in arguing to 
the jury in the Clark case, stated em- 
phatically that he believed Hunter was 
innocent of offense, although he al- 
lowed that perhaps—with the accent 
on the word—Hunter might have helped 
Clark to stow the dead body of Wong 
Sing under the house. Asssistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Williams, on the other 
hand, believed that the facts developed 
in the Clark case indicated clearly that 
both Hunter and Clark were guiltily 
concerned in the murder. and as the 
District Attorney was inclined to the 
same way of thinking himself, the 9 
ecution started off with a swing. At 
the same time when Clark swore that 
he had seen the murder committed, 
the District Attorney had no option 
but to issue the complaint. ; 

In the Sheriff’s department almost t 
a man they think that Clark is the 
most phenomenal liar they ever came 
across—which may be true—and that 
Joe Hunter had nothing to do with the 
crime—which may or may not be true. 
So the incongruous spectacle was \pré- 
sented yesterday of the Sheriff deputiés 
giving pointers to counsel for the de- 
fendant. 

And during the examination the Town- 


suffocation, with a crowd of people 
that followed the details of the inquiry 
with eagerness. One flashily dressed 
woman, with red hair and stereotyped 
smile, indulged in gurgling laughter 
and was finally ordered removed by 
Justice Young. A notable feature of 
the examination conducted by the op- 
posing counsel was that while Mr. Wil- 
liams appeared to proceed on the as- 
sumption that both Hunter and Clark 
were implicated in the crime, John T. 
Jones, representing the defendant, in 
all of his questions, proceeded on the 
hypothesis that only one person could 
be guilty, and if Hunter was con- 
victed Clark must go free. Of cou 

it did not necessarily follow that h 
thought anything of the Kind, but in 
making a defense it was a safe prop- 
osition to assume that Clark. who had 
confessedly perjured himself, was t 
ine to t the crime to save himselt. 
And assuredly counsel did take full 
advantage of Harry Clark’s sins of 
omission and commission, and they 
were not a few. But his testimony, 
such as it was, was worth just as much 
yesterday as when he went on the wit- 
ness stand in court, albeit the one con- 
traaicted the other in very many points. 
In either case his statements were not 
worth the breath used to make them, 
unless corroborated. The law makes 
provision for the statements made by 
a defendant, and in the present case if 
the circumstances unfolded tend to cor- 


roborate Clark’s amended version of 
the killing, then it will be believed, but 
not else. 


CLARK’S AMENDED STORY. 
When he went upon the witness 
stand yesterday he first gave his age 
as 24, and he said the only business he 
had followed was that of a musician, 
on the 3ist of May, the day when Wong 
Sing was killed, he weighed 116 pounds, 
and then as now he was crippled in the 
right leg. 

“I saw the Chinaman on that day,” 
said Clark, “and had seen him on one 
or two other occasions. He came to Joe 
Hunter’s house about 5 o’clock, while I 
was in the back yard. He entered by 
the back door and I followed. He laid 
the laundry he had brought for Joe 
Huftter in the front room, and then 
asked about his money. I told him that 
Joe had left $2 for him, but he didn’t 
Want. to take it saying that the bill 
Was $3.80. He finally took the $2 and 
said he Would wait for Joe. 

Between 7.30 and 8 o’clock, when re- 
turning from Glendale, I met Joe Hun- 
ter just before reaching the fork of 
the road leading to the house. We went 
into the house together, and it was 
then just dusk. The Chinaman asked 
for the balance of the money due him, 
and Joe answered that he had no 
money, but asked if he had not been 
paid $2. The Chinaman said he had, 
but that he wanted the rest. Joe then 
inquired of him if he had taken the 
dirty clothes and Wong Sing said he 
had not: that he had been there five or 
Six weeks and couldn't get his money, 
and that be wasn't going to take the 
clothes any more. Joe then called him 
4a — — — — and told him to 
get out. The Chinaman answered back. 
and a quarrel started. Joe took him by 
the back of the neck and pushed him 
through the door in the kitchen, kick - 
ing him at the same time. The gun 
was standing close to the door, ana in 
stumbling the Chinaman put his hand 
out. I don’t know if he tried to grab it 


caught him by the collar and pulled 
him back, seized the gun and fired 
twice. The Chinaman fell and Joe and 
I stood over him and looked at one an- 
other. The body began to bleed and 
Joe lifted it up and put it under the 
bed. A little later he took the body 
out and carried it outside and put it 
at the back of the outhouse and cov- 
ered it with some old matting and 
gunny sacks. Joe told me that I must 
not say anything about the matter or 
he’d fix me the same as he had fixed 
the Chinaman. He told me that I had 
better get away to San Francisco, and 
he'd get the money for me in the morn- 


Clark proceeded to tell of accompany- 
ing Joe Hunter to Al Barrel's saloon, 
then to George Hunter’s and then back 
home much as he had stated it at his 
own trial. Resuming, he said:

Then Mrs. Gregg came, and 
after that Johnny Hunter rode up on 
horseback, and Joe Hunter took his 
horse and went down to Hoffman's sa- 
loon, calling out to me to follow him 
there. When I reached the saloon I 
heard Joe telephone to the Sheriff's de- 
partment, when he said that a China- 
man had been murdered, and asked 
that Martin Aguirre should come right 
out. 

“In the morning, when giving the 
whisky to Joe, I asked him if it was 
better that I should go to San Fran- 
cisco, and he answered ‘Yes.’ He also 
gald that he would get the money 
nec m one of his uncles. 
That same day before noon I was ar- 
rested by Martin Aguirre. I saw Joe 
Hunter after my arrest on the San 
Fernando road, Cleghorn, Joe Hunt- 
ers deputy being present. I had gone 
out from the city on my Bicycle to 
see Joe, for I wanted to get away 
and had no money. Just where the 
Verdugo road cuts off I met Joe and 
Cleghorn standing together. I asked 
him for some money, but he replied 
that he had not and 
any. I said that I couldn’t go away, 
and he then said that I better had, as 
Martin Aguirre was at George Hunter’s 
house, and if he saw me he would 
take a shot at me. I then went on to 
La Crescenta and there left my bi- 
cycle at a ranch house. That was the 
day after the murder, and I left the 
city about midnight, and half an hour 
later I met Joe Hunter.” 

In. many respects this was a most 
curious recital for Harry Clark to 
make, and Attorney Jones proceeded 
by a long cross-examination to punc-. 
ture it. In this he was not particu- 
larly successful, for Clark maintained 
a calm and deliberate, attitude and 
avoided contradictions. The cross-ex- 
amination was of the go-as-you-plcase 
kind, however, and all kinds of matters 


were gone into apart from what had} 


been touched upon in the direct testi- 
mony. If this was intended to involve 
the witness in a network of contradic- 
tion, it was not particularly success- 
ful, but as impugning the reasonable- 
ness of Clark’s story something more 
might be said for it. 


CLARK’S SHADY RECORD. 
Mr. Jones desired to know as to 
Clark’s success as a teacher of music, 


but it developed that he had only] 


had two pupils at Glendale. Then 
counsel was inquisitive about bicycles, 
and wanted to know how many he had 
owned. The witness said he had owned 
three of four wheels in as many years.

Clark said, hawever, that he was will- 
ing to answer, and the prosecuting at- 
torney withdrew his objection. 

„1 was arrested a year ago,” said 
he, “on seven charges, and on one I 
was talked into pleading guilty by the 


detectives; the other six charges were 


dismissed. The bicycle I was con- 
victed of taking I had on a bill of sale.” 

“But you served time?” innocently 
inquired Mr. Jones. , 
“Fifty days, was the reply. 

“Any other charges?” 

‘Yés, once at Pomona, but that was 
dismissed.”’ 

“What was the charge?” 

“Stealing bicycles.” . 

“Well, you were very fortunate. I 
suppose vou went out of the bicycle 
business then? en else were you 
arrested?” 

Thôse were the only times.” 

Being led to revert ta the day of the 
killing, Clark made an important state- 
ment regarding thé cartridges for the 
gun, which if not actually in conflict 
with his testimony as given at the trial 
was at least an important addition to 
it. He stated that he got four shells 
from Mr. Penland, and afterwards 
found two others in an ald coat pocket. 
After entering the house he put the 
loaded gun against the wall. When 
Joe Hunter arrived home he was drunk 
although not -staggering. Witness 
didn’t see the laundry wagon until 8 
or 8:30 o’clock when it was tied up at 
‘the rose arbor. At that hour Joe 
led the horse down the road while 
Clark went ahead and saw tha* there 
were no teams about. Upon reaching 
the San Fernando road Joe slapped the 
horse on the back, and it trotted off 
with the wagon down the road. 

A GAY LOTHARIO. 

Referring to his trio to Glendale, 
Clark said he started for that place to 
see a young lady to whom he had been 
engaged about a year previously. The 
young lady (Miss Peck) overtook mm 
and drove past seated in a buggy, and 
aS she was very cold in her greeting 
he turned back. This reference to the 
fiaricée of Clark prompted counsel (o 
ask a string of questions regarding 
the engagement to her, and the cir- 
cumstances attending its breaking off. 

Then Mr. Jones wanted to know how 
the body of Wong Sing was put under 
the bed, and if it was not a very low 
bed. Satisfied on these points he 


asked: 

„Didn't you sleep in that bed?“ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“By the way, did you occupy it 
alone?“

looked disturbed as he answered that 
he had not, and his face flushed. | 

Who slept with you?” persisted the 
inexorable attorney.

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REORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 
A dispatch from Washington an- 
“mounces that great pressure is being 
brought to bear upon the War De- 
partment to secure the return to the 
United States, so soon as practicable, 
of the volunteer troops now doing duty 
in the Philippines. The Governors of 
Nearly all the States which havo 
troops in the Far East have asked 
that such troops be brought home. 
The movement is said to have started 
among the soldiers themselves, 
through letters written to friends and 
relatives in this country. The re- 
cipients of these letters have in some 
instances given them to the press, and 
in other cases have brought pressure 
to bear directly upon the Governors. 


Quite a strong popular movement has 
been started for the return of the 
troops, and the Governors of the States 


referred to, in preferring their re- 


quests, have simply responded to this 


popular sentiment. 


That the volunteers stationed in the 
Philippines, or a considerable number 


the volunteer forces could be mustered 
out of service as soon as the reorgani- 
zation was completed. 


Congress should take this matter up 
early in the forthcoming session, and

Although the present 
strength of the regular army is up- 
ward of 60,000 men, this strength is

ing that the army should be reduced 
to its former numerical strength of 
about 25,000 men at the end of the 
war. The actual peace footing of the 
army is therefore no higher than it 
was at the outbreak of the war. Un-

OUR PHILIPPINE POLICY. 

The information published in Tue 
TIMES of yesterday, in a special dis- 
patch from Chicago, regarding the 
policy which the administration has 


| determined to adopt toward the Phil- 


ippine Islands and Porto Rico, is both 
interesting and important. It is stated 
that the conquered islands will be 
continued under a strong military gov- 
ernment; that all judiciary positions 
will be administered by army officers; 
that the islands will be kept out of 
politics as much as possible, until the 
American people have had un oppor. 
tunity to study them; that they will 
probably retain their present currency 
systems; that they will have tariffs 
of their own, and that the United 
States will collect duties on imports 
from the islands, the same as though 
they ‘still belonged to a foreign sov- 
ereignty. 

The last clause of this programme 
is perhaps the most important. As 
THE TIMES has shown, the admission 
of products into the United States 
free. of duty from these Spanish isl. 
ands would undoubtedly have a se- 
riously demoralizing effect upon many 
important American industries, such 
as the beet sugar, tobacco and citrus 
fruit industries, which would be un- 
able to compete with countries where 
labor is exceedingly cheap. This has 
been one of the leading objections to 
the annexation of the islands. Un- 
der the programme, as above out- 
lined, that objection would be. re- 
moved, and the question of annexa- 
tion would be narrowed dowi to its 
desirability or otherwise, from a po- 
litical standpoint. 


An interesting compilation of facts 
in regard to the railways of the United 
States has been made by an official 
of the Pullman Palace Car Company. 
We are in the habit bf considering 
that the development of railroads in 
the United States has about reached 
its maximum, that is to say, that the 
increase from now on will be propor- 
tionately smaller than it has been 
during the past quarter of.a century. 
The official referred to shows, how- 
ever, that if the United States, exclu- 
sive of Alaska, had as many miles of 
railroad proportionately as the State 
of Illinois, it would have 600,000 miles 
of such roads, or considerably more 


than three times its present mileage, 
which would be a great mileage than 


that of all existing railroads in the 
world. Notwithstanding this, the fig- 
ures given in regard to the raflroads in 
the United States are big enough. The 
total length of all tracks in the United 
States today is 244,500 miles. The 
value of the roads is placed at over 
$11,000,000,000. The roads employ 850,- 
000 persons, the average pay of each 


being 3565. Exclusive of sleeping- 


cars, there are now 1,325,000 cars of 
all kinds, and 36,000 locomotives. The 
freight trains for the year ended Sep- 
tember 1 carried 760,000,000 tons of 


freight, and the passenger trains car- 
ried 550,000,000 passengers, r%ceiving |

Preparations for the Coming Na- 
taional Campaign Seon to Begin.

There has been much conjecture as 
to the probable successor, upon the Su- 
perfor Court bench of this county, of 
Judge Van Dyke, who has been clected 
to the Supreme Court.

e SAYS HIS DAUGHTER 


‘HELPED TO BEAT HIM. 


Mire. Rogers Alleged to Have As- 

steted Williams in the Assault 
on the O14 Man. 

LONG LIST OF DOMESTIC WOES. 


FAMILY SKELETONS AGAIN AIRED 
IN OPEN COURT. 


— 


Prosecation Nearly Completes Its 
Case in the Examination of 1. . 
Williams for Felony—The | . 
Bvidence. 


The Casebeer family skeletons were 
again trooping about Justice Morri- 


gon’s court yesterday. There is a large 


assortment of these relics, and the law- 
yers are seeing to it that the whole lot 
shall receive a complete airing. 

The preliminary examination of Isaac 


B. Williams for assault to murder his 


father-in-law, J. W. Casebeer, was re- 
sumed in the morning, and held the 
boards almost continuously through- 
out the day. When court adjourned 
late in the afternoon the prosecution 
had not yet concluded its side of the 


“ease, and it will probably take at least 


one day more to hear all the evidence. 

The feature of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings was the cross-examination of the 
venerable complaining witness by At- 
torney Hunsaker. Although many 
traps were laid to catch the old man 
in contradicting himself, he stuck 
Closely to the story told on direct ex- 
amination. Incidentally he disclosed a 
goed deai of his family history, and 
for the first time gave an inkling as 
to the identity of the mysterious per- 
son, whe, according to Casebeer's 
story; assisted in making the murder- 
ous assault. 

MRS. ROGERS ACCUSED. 

In his previous testimony, Casebeer 
always referred guardedly to the sec- 


ond assailant as the “other person.“ 


and never as the “other man.“ The 
impression made on most of his hear- 
ers, however, was that the “other per- 
son was also a man disguised in wo- 
man’s apparel, as Williams is alleged 
to have, been. Yesterday, in response 
to persistent questioning by defend- 
ant’s counsel, Casebeer came out 


plainly and said he believed the other 


person“ who assisted in the assault 
was his daughter, Mrs. Rogers. This 
declaration created quite a sensation. 
“But you had not seen Mrs. 
Mr. Hun- 


r. 

“I saw her during that time,” replied 
Casebeer, “but have not spoken to her 
for ten years.“ 

Mrs. Rogers was with her sister, Mrs. 
Williams, on the night of October 9, 


1897. She had been staying at the Wil- 


liams residence for some days, helping 
to take care of Mrs. Williams's chil- 
dren. Although Casebeer has been on 
bad terms with her for a decade, and 
may all along have believed that she 
assisted in the assault on him, he has 
refrained from including her in the 


* charge, and until yesterday did not 


even mention her name publicly in 
connection with the case until forced 
to.do so by the attorney for the de- 


DOMESTIC DISCORD. 


The cross examination also brought 
out the admission.that the old man 
liad been sued five times by his wife for 
divorce, and in addition to his troubles 
with his daughters, Mrs. Rogers and 
Mrs. Williams, his son Bruce had also 
turned nst him and threatened to 
kill him if he attempted to have Mrs. 
Williams sent to prison. 

With such a harrowing catalogue of 
domestic woes besides the beating and 
stabbing the old man had undergone, 
it seemed astonishing, yesterday, that 
he‘ survived to tell the tale at the age 
of three-score years and ten. Although 
seemingly very feeble, he withstood 
the strain of cross-examination very 
well, and demonstrated that he still 
has a good deal of fighting spirit left 
im his decrepit old body. 

FATHER AND DAUGHTER. 

K was 11:30 o’clock when the cross- 
examination was finished and he was 
assisted from the witness chair to a 
seat in the jury box. He sat there for 
@ short while and listened to the suc- 
ceeding testimony. Then to the great 
astonishment of most of the spectators, 
he beckoned to his daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
liams. with whom he was supposed to 
be at deadly enmity. She handed her 
gieeping babe to a friend, stepped into 
the jury box and took a seat beside 
her father. They conversed briefly and 
apparently in a friendly manner, the 
old man’s mouth twitching occasion- 
ally as though it was difficult for him 
to conceal his pent up feelings. Mrs. 
Williams felt his hands and appeared 
-policitous about his health. Presently 
she and Casebeer’s physician, his con- 
stant attendant, lifted the old man to 
his feet and assisted him out of the 
courtroom. 

THE CARTERS’S TESTIMONY. 

Miss Alice M. Carter was recalled 
and concluded her testimony begun on 
the previous day but interrupted by the 
appearance of the complaining witness, 
whose testimony was given precedence. 
The remaining portion of Miss Carter's 
testimony related to her visits to Case- 
ber in the Reciving Hospital and the 
effects of his wounds as she had ob- 
served them in the hospital and after 
his return to Santa Barbara. 

W. D. Carter of Goleta, Santa Bar- 
bara county, father of Miss Carter, suc- 
ceeded her on the witness stand. He 
“gaid he had known Casebeer twenty- 
three and was present when he 
dictated the letter to Miss Carter ap- 
prising the Williamses of his proposed 
Visit to Los Angeles. Carter hastened 
to. Los Angeles after hearing of the 
assault on Casebeer, and saw him in 
the Receiving Hospital. He was se- 
Verely wounded on the head and side. 
He helped to take care of the old man 
for several weeks after his return to 
Banta Barbara. Casebeer had been 
very feeble ever since the assault. The 
man had been in poor health for 
Several months previous to starting on 
his ill-fated trip to Les Angeles, but 
prior to his family troubles he was 
@ remarkably strong and active man 
for one of his age. 
THE GOOD SAMARITAN. 

At the afternoon session of the court, 
Mrs. Mary Alice Lewis, widow of the 
late barker, S. J. Lewis, testified as 
to the finding of Casebeer after his se- 
vere beating. The Lewis residence is 
on Third street near Lucas avenue 
where the assault was made on the 
might of October 9.

THE HACKMAN’S STORY. 


Arthur Lindles, the hackman Who 


drove Casebeer to the Williams resi- 
dence on Rockwood street, recounted 
the incidents of the trip. The vital 
point of his testimony was that he 
saw a man come out of the door to 
meet Casebeer, as the old man ap- 
proached the house. He could not see 
the man distinctly, but in size and gen- 
eral appearance, as nearly as he could 
remember, he resembled the defend- 
ant, Williams. 

This statement by Lindley is the 
only corroboration the prosecution has 
of Casebeer’s testimony that Williams 
Was at home and met him at the door. 


NEIGHBORS’ OBSERVATIONS. 
The next witness, Samuel R. Cokely, 


gave some important testimony, also. 


He is a resident of San Pedro now, but 
lived at No. 1546 Rockwood street, the 
second lot west of the Williams resi- 
dence, at the time of the Casebeer as- 
sault. Cokely corroborated the testi- 
mony of previous witnesses in regard 
to Casebeer's arrival in the neighbor- 
hood in a hack. Lindley stopped in 
front of Cokely’s house and came into 
the yard to inquire where Williams 
lived. Cokely saw Casebeer enter the 
yard of Williams’s house, but his view 
was cut off so that he could not see 
whether any one opened the door. After 
news of the assault on Casebeer was. 
published in the morning papers, Wil- 
liams spoke to Cokely about the matter. 
He said he was not at home that night 
and had not seen Casebeer at all. e 
did not know that any one had come 
there in a hack. A few days after- 
ward Williams again brought up the 
subject, and said he did not think 
Casebeer was badly hurt. Later he 
asked Cokely whether Casebeer had 
told him that he recognized him (Wil- 
liams) as one of his assailants. Cokely 
declined to respond to any of Wil- 
liams’s feelers for information as to 
what he knew about the matter. He 
said he told him that he preferred to 
réserve his testimony until called upon 
to give it in court. 

“You were not so reserved when Case- 
beer called on you for information,“ in- 
terjected Mr. Hunsaker. 

“Casebeer called three times at my 
house to see me about tre matter. I 
told him it was a deplorable affair and 
I hoped it would all be fixed up out 
of court. He did not press me for in- 
fermation about what I knew or had 
observed. He simply said he would 
trust me to tell the truth when I Vas 
summoned as a witness, was in sub- 
stance Cokely’s reply. 

Mrs. Cokely and Mrs. Northrup, her 
mother, corroborated Cokely's testi- 
mony in regard to the arrival of the 
hack, and seeing Casebeer apprceach 
Williams’s house, but neither of them 
was in a position to see whether any 
one met him at the door. 

“ GOODMAN LOST HIS NOTES. 

Detective J. G. Goodman, the last 
witness of the day, said he had lost 
the memoranda he made at the time 
he investigated the affair over a year 
ago. All he could remember dis- 
tinctly, without the aid of his notes, 
was that he met Williams in front of 
his house a day or two after the as- 
sault, and Williams told him he was 
not at home that night, and therefore 
knew nothing about the affair.

BALLONA MYSTERY. 
Coroner’s Jury Halts Between Sui- 
cide and Murder. 

The body of a man, the finding of 
which in the Ballona Lagoon last Sun- 
day developed a mystery, was buried 
in Santa Monica yesterday, with the 
identity still undiscovered, The Coro- 
ner’s inquest was held yesterday after- 
noon. Upon suggestion of the Coroner 
the jury rendered a verdict to the ef- 
fect that the deceased came to his 
death by “a gunshot wound, Whether 
homicidal or suicidal we are unable to 
say.” 

Deputy Sheriffs Clements, Woodward, 
Davis and Barnhill attended the in- 
quest. made an examination of the 
clothing found on the body, and 
searched the bottom and hillside about 
the Ballona Lagoon, but their efforts 
to penetrate the mystery seem to have 
been fruitless.

The spéakers held forth in the oven 
air from @ platform built in the gutter, 
permission to erect this obstruction 
doubtless having been obtained from 
His Honor the Mayor without trouble. 
Isidore B. Dockweller was the star 
performer. Snyder's record was lauded 
in extravagant térms, and Henry Dock- 
weiler’s reélection for City Engineer 
warmly advocated. A small audience, 
largely composed of the gentler sex, 
listened to the addresses. The Re- 
publican rally soon drew away most of 
the voters in attendance, and the Dem- 
ocratic experience meeting went out 
with a sputter. 

In the hall above where the Repub- 
licans were in session the crowd grew 
larger and larger, until the room was 
jammed. The good points made by the 
speakers, and the names of the Re- 
publican standard-bearers roused vol- 
ley after volley of applause. 

Walter Haas discussed the history 
and status of the water question. In 
clear, dispassionate language he ex- 
plained the present position of affairs. 
The election of Fred Baton, a thor- 
oughly trained engineer, who once 
served the city in that capacity, who 
formerly was consulting engineer of 
the water company, and who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the plant and 
with the best means of defending the 
city’s interests in a settlement of the 
problem, was urged with force and 
finality. Mr. Haas explained wherein 
the interests of the people need to be 
protected and why the Republican 
nominees are the men best fitted to 
protect .them. His address was the 
more convincing because of the absence 
of political clap-trap and wild mouth- 
ing. which characterize the Democratic 
_orator’s discussion of the water ques- 
tion. amd sometimes serve him as a 
mask to hide his genuine sentiments, 

The water in the river is ours,“ said 
Mr. Haas. | 
bly ours. The privilege of distributing 
the water is ours, merely leased for a 
period. which has expired, to an inde- 
pendent corporation. We should not 
be called upon to pay a penny for the 
water, for the value of the franchise, 
nor for the privilege of using the 
streets, for all these things belong to 
us. What the water company deserves 
at our hands is payment for the actual 
mercantile value of the pipes in the 
ground, the conduits and the distribut- 
ing system. Not one penny should we 
pay beyond a fair and just price for 
these things.“ 

Mr. Haas sketched the history of 
Fred Paton’s career in Los Angeles. 
He told how the young and ambitious 
man, willing to do anything to earn an 
honest living, if only to dig ditches, 
rose to be consulting engineer of the 
water company, left its service, and 
became superintending engineer for va- 
rious irrigation companies, served the 
city as City Engineer, while in that 


\ office unmasking an attempt on the 


part of the company to steal a water 
supply from.the city, and finally was 
nominated for the office of Mayor by 
the unanimous vote of one of the 
largest conventions-ever held in Los 
Angeles, a convention untrammeled 
and free from bossism. 

F. H. Olmsted’s qualification for city 
engineer were also dwelt upon. Mr. 
Haas told how a number of years ago 
Mr. Olmsted was city engineer of Santa 
Ana and in that. position planned and 
built a city water system. Recently, 
years after Mr. Olmsted had completed 
his work and after time had proven its 
satisfactory quality, the Sante Ana 
City Council passed a resciution com- 

limenting him upon the excellence of 

is services. Mr. Haas promised for 
himself that if elected city attorney he 
would go into office untrammeled by 
entangling alliances or pledges, and 
that he would be governed in the choice 
of his deputies not by a desire to pay 
off political debts, but by the deter- 
mination to get the best men to be had. 

F. H. Olmsted, nominee for city en- 
gineer, declared that a municipal cam- 
paign was no time for politics. He 
said that the question at issue was 
who was the best man for the place. He 
told something of his own past expe- 
rience to show his qualifications for the 
post. Fred Baton’s record as a man, 
as a public official and as an engineer 
was warmly praised. 

Fred Baton gave a straightforward, 
business-like talk along vital lines. He 
enlarged upon the importance of the 
water question, and told of his expe- 
rience of the necessity for vigilance 
and for trained skill to prevent the 
corporation from getting the best of 
the bargain in its dealings with the 


city. 

Bawin A. Meserve delivered a vig- 
orous address, less along political lines

COMMERCIAL. 


BOSTON FISH MARKETS. The 
latest mail advices fram Boston report 
the fish markets as follows: 
“There is every reason to apprehend 
that the price of mackerel will hold, as 
the catch this week was very small, 
and the reports from the fleet were not 
at all reassuring. For the season, to 
date, the fleet has landed 14,467 barrels; 
same time a year ago, 9765 barrels; 
same time in 1896, 60,691 barrels; in 
1895, 19,247 barrels; in 1894, 36,689. bar- 
rels; in 1893, 48,547 barrels. Reports 
from Ireland shaw that only a fair 
catch of mackerel can be expected. 
Mackerel importations to date ‘have 
amounted to 14,932 barrels; same time 
last year, 13,000 barrels; same time in 
1896, 22,862 barrels; in 1895, 18,908 bar- 
rels; in 1894, 28,658 barrels; in 1893, 26.— 
600 barrels.

the cost would be £4,195,600 a day, 
about $20,000,000 a day.

‘missariat alone is without solution; 
that no railroad has sufficient transpor-

And he af- 
firms that European countries cannot 
change their present relative strength 
—that remaining constant despite a 
sleepless and costly ingenuity going on 
in each country to improve its military 
efficiency. So that a reduction of the 
forces would leave such a country in 
the same relative position to the rest 


as it now occupies; while the gain tor 


sacial and economic progress due to the 
reform would be incalculably great.

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 15.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] This talk of the Nicaragua Canal 
benefiting San Diego is the rankest kind of 
nonsense, was the surprising statement of 
“I know 
this is contrary to the views of ninety-nine 
out of a hundred people here, but I firmly be- 
lieve 1 am right. The Nicaragua Canal will 
sidetrack us. The bulk of trade in this coun- 
try is east of the Missouri River. Where the 
bulk of trade is, there the increase will go. 
In other words, the trade of Western South 
and Central America will go through the 
canal and straight east, and leave us in the 
lurch. Instead of San Diego handling the 
trade of the South, we will lose it forever. If 
Galveston and New York are wide-awake, as 
we had better believe they are, they will 
grow fat on the trade we are expecting to 
receive. 

“Now as to transpacific trade. How are we 
going to get that, when there is a cheap 
waterway clear to New York? If it was a 
question of unloading from ships upon cars 
here or at San Francisco, we would stand a 

But as a water haul is cheaper 
than a rail haul, the ships will pass right 
through the canal. They might stop here as

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


The initial concert of the Los An- 
geles Symphony Orchestra for the sea- 
son of 1898-1899, given yesterday after- 
noon in the Los Angeles Theater, was 
a pronounced success from every point 
of view. Conductor Harléy Hamilton 
and his men have every reason to 
be gratified with the large audience 
that greeted them, and more, with 
their own performance: The house was 
comfortably filled downstairs, the bal- 
cony was crowded, and there was a 
goodly number in the gallery. ‘fhe 
programme ‘was well-baianced, judi- 
ciously selected. and interesting 
throughout; its presentation an agree- 
able surprise to the most sanguine 
well-wisher for the orchestra’s suc- 
cess. 

There is marked improvement in the 
symmetry of the ensemble. The differ- 
ent choirs have been welded into com- 
pact integral parts of the whole. There 
is breadth, color, virility and very 
delicate gradation of shading; crisp- 
ness of attack, more regularity of 
bowing among the strings; a mellow- 
ness in the brass, liquid, limpid clear- 
ness in the woodwind, and a feeling of 
reserve force throughout that is full 
of promise for the future accomplish- 
ment of this earnest, conscientious 
band of musicians. 

Wagner's ‘Rienzi’ overture opened 
the programme, and its rich coloring 
and magnificent harmonies were de- 
lightfully made manifest. Strauss's 
Kaiser“ waltz, with its swing and its 
infectious dance tempo, was brilliantly 
played. From that to the dreamy ten- 
derness ‘of Reinecke's ‘Intermezzo 
from King Manfred,” with its slow 
legato movement, made a distinct and 
agreeable contrast, the more that the 
spirit of each was so faithfully given. 
The recitative and aria from Beethov- 
en’s opera Fidelio,“ introduced the 
soloist of the afternoon, and closed 
the first part of the programme.

Her choice of an encore 
number was unfortunate, although it 
gave her opportunity for displaying 
her deep lower tones, but “Sweet 
Genevieve” sounds simply saccharine 
after Beethoven's majestic Fidelio.“ 
and it was quite out of place on an 
otherwise perfectly- arranged group- 
ing of musical compositions. 

Mr. Hamilton's reading of the Men- 
delssohn ‘Scotch’ symphony was 
thoughtful, scholarly: and his orches- 
tra showed, in the different movements, 
that he had very valuable material in his 
hands from which much may be expected. 
The Scotch spirit which pervades the 
whole work was kept delightfully in 
evidence, and the technica! exactions 
that are by no means trivial, were 
adequately met as they appeared. Of- 
fenbach’s fantastic overture to Or- 
pheus” closed the programme and the 
afternoon, and there was no falling-off 
in its rendition. The applause through- 
out was genuine, and spontaneous, 
and the next concert, a fortnight 
hence, will be awaited with keen an-
